A BASELESS INSINUATION. 


O r d e r *

(¿ave to th e O fficers. 
Yesterday morning’s Times contained 
an article of the stereotyped order on the 
subject of Chief Cuddy and the gam­ 
blers. As usual, definite charges are not 
preferred and no names were given as 
authority for thej statem ents m ade. I t 
was simply a collection of dark iusinua- 
tions to the effect that during the ab­ 
sence of M ayor Workman the gamblera 
were to be allowed full swing, and th a t 
the money received as bribes for this im ­ 
munity from interference was to be used 
to pay the expenses of the coming Dem­ 
ocratic Convention. The only statem ent 
of sufficient importance to be worthy of 
notice was that orders had been recently 
given by the Chief that no more raids 
were to be made, and the gam blers were 
hereafter to be allowed to carry on their 
operations in peace. 
If such an order were ever given one 
of the first men to have received it would 
have been Captain Harris, the chief of 
the detective force. 
“ No such order was ever given to m e,’* 
declared Captain Harris when the m atter 
was referred to him , “ and I believe I 
should have known of it h ad it been 
given to any member of the detective 
force. Since Chief Cuddy has been in 
office we have had very definite ordere 
on that subject, and they have never 
been changed.” 
“ I never heard anything of it,” said 
Detective McCarthy,” and I don’t be­ 
lieve any such order was ever given. In 
fact I know it wasn’t. As far as gam­ 
bling is concerned, very little of it is go­ 
ing on at present, and that entirely with­ 
out the knowledge or consent of the 
police.” 
“ It is false and very absurd.” said 
Detective Mackenzie. “ I should like to 
see the m an that ever heard any such 
orders given.” 
“ No such orders ever came to m y 
ears,” said Detective Lynch. 
Officer McGrath was very em phatic in 
his denial of the statem ent and was in­ 
dignant at learning that any one bad 
quoted him as authority. 
Officer Flick- 
ner said that no such order had ever 
been given him, and he was as likely to 
hear it as any one as he had been active 
against the gamblers. 
A num ber of 
officers whose beats lay in the parts of 
the city formerly infected by gamblers, 
testified that they had 
hearel of no 
change in the standing order, nor had 
they seen any symptoms of a reappear­ 
ance of the old offenders. 
The article was shown to Chief Cuddy, 
who said it was a lie out of whole cloth, 
and that he would like to hear the names 
of those who were responsible for it. 
He had 
given 
no 
such orders at 
any 
time 
and 
had 
no intentions 
of doing so. 
Gambling was as well 
held under at present as it could be. 
There were some few games of hoky- 
pokey, but it had been shown by repeat­ 
ed efforts here and in San Francisco, 
that it was impossible to secure convic­ 
tions with games of this order. 
Several 
days ago a gang of thirteen Chinam en 
were run in for playing dice, b at the next 
morning they were all freed by th e police 
court. Such arrests were frivolous and 
useless.” 
The result of the investigation was s 
pretty clear case of baseless insinuation, 
and the detectives thought th at if any 
more statements of this kind are to be 
made, they would certainly look more 
dignified, and be more just, if they con­ 
tained the nam es of those who serve as 
authority.

Pr«»*ie4 f»r Disposing off the 
S tw s ie m atter. 
M*yor Workman has received a new 
proposition for disposing of the sewage 
of the city, which will be referred to the 
City Council at its next meeting. It 
comes from F. T. Newberry, C. E ., late 
engineer for Anaconda m ines and works 
in Montana 
Territory, 
engineer 
for 
Adolph Sutro, and at present Chief En­ 
gineer of the San Mateo and Pescadero 
Company. 
H is proposition is 
as follows; 
I h ate Jnst seen a mention in the San 
Francisco Chronicle stating that it is the 
intention of the City Council of Loe An­ 
geles to issue bonds amounting to $300,­ 
000 for the construction of a sewer to 
carry off the sewage of that city to the 
■eashore. I think this is a very heavy 
am ount to pay for the accommodation 
required, and also that, under the guid­ 
ance of modern sanitary science, the 
greater part of this sum of money may 
be saved to the city, and will go a long 
way towards furnishing sewers for those 
portions 
which 
appear 
to 
be 
:“ 
need 
of 
drainage. 
It is not my 
intention to 
furnish 
an 
essay 
modern sanitation, but I have to say that 
I am prepared to treat this m atter in 
such a way as to secure the following re­ 
sults at little cost: 
First—By means of precipitants I can 
separate water from the sludge so that it 
wul pass off bright, clear and free from 
taste, smell, or organic matter. The 
sludge will also be rendered free from 
smell and can be completely destroyed 
by fire. 
Second—The sewers can be cleansed 
more thoroughly by this process than 
they have ever been and require no more 
w ater for flushing than is ordinarily 
used. 
Third—If the sewers were in good con­ 
dition so that all the water that went in­ 
to them was discharged at the exit, no 
extra water for flushing purposes would 
be required, provided that sufficient in­ 
clination was given to the drains to keep 
th e whole of the contents in motion. 
Fourth—If the sewerage was construct­ 
ed on the separate system so as to ex­ 
clude the storm waterB and also the sand 
and street debris, it would be possible to 
m ake a good quality of Portland cement 
' 
‘ 
' idge, which would pay for 
draining the city by steam 
power. 
Small pipes would take the 
place of large leaking drains, and sewer 
gas—the dread of nearly every large city 
— would exist no more. If no use can be 
made of the water, as I am informed, 
and as the sludge is spoiled for cement 
by reason of the sand and street detritus, 
th e expense of carrying on the work of 
regeneration would be paid by the city ; 
the nuisances attending the present and 
future handling of the water would be 
effectually abated; insomuch th a t it 
would be perfectly feasible to have the 
works situated on the outskirts of the 
drainage area, instead of at a distance of 
seven miles from the city, as I am in­ 
formed is the intention. 
I require forty acres of level land not 
subject to inundation for settling pens, 
arranged in courses, sheds in which to 
stack the mud in wet weather, a furnace 
w ith down draught of sufficient capacity 
to consume the dried debris, which re­ 
quires no other fuel than itself. The cost 
of the materials which I will use as de­ 
odorizers and 
precipitants 
would be 
about $5 per diem. The interest on 
$300,000 at 6 per cent, will be $18,000 per 
annum . I can give you a much better 
scheme at very much less cost, and 
guarantee to abate every nuisance, which 
you cannot begin to do even if you had 
as good a drain to the sea as you could 
possibly wish for. 
If the separate system were introduced 
it would cause a saving of $3000 per an­ 
num on the value of the sludge for the 
purpose nam ed, and if the works were so 
situated th a t the waters could be dis­ 
posed of for the purpose of irrigation, 
th e city could have the sewers looked 
after free of charge and derive a revenue 
from the work, and lastly, be able to 
boast of a city where diseases incidental 
to w arm climates, and becoming epi­ 
dem ic, sweep off its tens of thousands of 
victim s, could never have a foothold. 
Sufficient useful product can be recovered 
from the sludge during the dry season 
to pay for the whole of the deodorizing 
m aterials during the year.

The Fucts About Wool. 
There has been a great deal of rot in 
the Republican journals of California, 
about protecting our wool interests. 
Mr. 
John H . Wise, a Democrat, and one of 
the leading wool merchants of California, 
has placed himself on record to the effect 
that the admission of the long stapled 
wools of Australia into the United States 
free of duty, will stim ulate our wool in­ 
terests, because if they can be obtained 
cheaply they will make a m arket for our 
short stapled wools for purposes of ad­ 
m ixture by the 
manufacturer. As a 
m atter of fact, wool has been steadily 
declining 
in 
price 
under a 
high 
protective tariff. Mr. Rowland Hazard, 
a wool manufacturer of Rhode Island, 
haw given the public the benefit of his 
exhaustive inquiry as to the effect of the 
high tariff on the wool industry. 
He has 
found that for the four years, 1857 to 
1860, inclusive, we had practical free 
trade in wool. 
In one of these years. 
1859, wool was as high ai it was in any 
year of the previous ten (1847 to 1857), 
and the average price of the four years of 
free wool is higher than for any consecu­ 
tive four years of the previous ten. 
After these four years of free wool, 
lower prices prevailed under all stages of 
the tariff until 1871 and 1872, which two 
years average the same as 1859. 
Since 
1872, with only slight changes in the 
tariff, and with very high duties, con­ 
tinuously maintained, we have had lower 
prices than we had under no tariff tax in 
1857*1860. 
I t is plain that farmers can­ 
not rely on the tariff to ensure them 
high prices for wool. 
The story which the statistics tell of 
the sheep is perhaps the most instructive 
and the most remarkable. 
Up to 1867, 
when the tariff was passed to encourage 
wool growing, the num ber of sheep re­ 
ported by the Agricultural Department 
was increasing year by year. 
In the 
eight principal wool growing States— 
Ohio, Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, New 
Y ork, Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Iowa—there were in 1866, 26,800,000 
sheep. In 1867 there were nearly 30,* 
000,000 in these same States. In 1877, 
after ten years of protection, there were 
less than 15,000,000. 
In the States east 
of the Mississippi river there were less 
th an one-half as many sheep in 1878 as 
there were in 1867. 
During the same time Texas and Cali­ 
fornia largely increased their flocks. 
From less than a million in 1867 they 
rose to 11,500,000 in 1879, but this enor­ 
mous increase left the total num ber of 
sheep in the United States less in 1879 
th an it was in 1867. 
In 1867 there were 
about 39,600,000, and in 1879 there were 
38.100.000. Since 1879 the num ber has 
gradually increased. In the Census year, 
1880, 42,000,000 are reported, and in 
January, 1883, there were 49,200,000. 
(In 1887 there were reported by the Com­ 
missioner of Agriculture, 
44,759,314.) 
B at the fact remains, that for twelve 
years after the high protection tariff of 
1867 was passed, there was no general 
increase in sheep husbandry. During 
those twelve years the new and cheap 
lands of Texas and 
California were 
opened up, lands whose moat profitable 
use was sheep farming, and but for this 
addition, which cannot be ascribed to the 
tariff, the number of sheep would have 
decreased in the most serious manner. 
Besides, the estimates of the wool clips 
for the several years under consideration, 
m ade by Jam es Lynch, Esq , of New 
York, the first authority on this subject, 
confirm the fact th at tnere was an actual 
falling off in the product of wool. He 
reports th e total wool clip of 1868 at 
177.000.000 pounds. There was an im­ 
mediate decrease, and this figure was 
not again reached till 1874. The falling 
off in fleece and tab wool, most of which 
was produced east of the Mississippi, was 
more marked, as in this section there 
was the largest decrease in sheep. 
In 
1868, this wool was 150,000,000 pounds. 
It went down to 120,000,000 in 1874, 
185,000*000 in 1875* 112,500,000 in 1876* 


and did not reach the figures of 1868 
until 1831, when it was 164,000,000. 
Mr. Lynch goes on to say.- “ But bear­ 
ing in mind the caution as to economic 
phenomena, I do not say that this de­ 
crease was because of th e tariff. Prob­ 
ably there were m any causes. 
But what 
I do say, and 1 say it without fear of 
contradiction, is th at th e tariff of 1867 
failed to prevent the decrease of sheep, 
and it failed to foster and increase the 
growth of wool. I t was expressly de­ 
signed to encourage the wool grower, and 
it had no such effect. 
Wool growers are dependent upon 
wool manufacturers for their market. 
Hence wool growing cannot thrive un­ 
less manufacturing is prosperous. The 
question, then, is, why has not m anu­ 
facturing been more prosperous? 
“ Nothing, not even the tariff, can 
make goods sell which consumers have 
not the ability to buy. F urther, as the 
price of an article is forced up, the num­ 
ber of consumers who are able to buy it 
is decreased. 
If, therefore, the tariff 
raises prices, it decreases consumption, 
and the manufacturers of goods at a high 
cost fail to find consumers at a profit. 
The tariff cannot increase th e ability of 
consumers to purchase, but it can and 
does increase the cost of goods by pre­ 
venting the American manufacturer from 
buying his wool in the markets of the 
world where he can buy cheapest. 
“ There are but three great wool-pro­ 
ducing 
countries: 
South Africa, the 
Australian 
Colonies 
and the South 
American States about the River Platte. 
In Canada, in the United States, in Eu­ 
rope, in Great Britain, in Russia, they 
have from seventy to one hundred sheep 
to the one hundred inhabitants. 
In 
South Africa they have 890 sheep, in 
Australia 2,402 sheep, and in the River 
Platte countries 2,580 sheep to the one 
hundred 
inhabitants. 
These 
three 
countries grow wool to sell. Their natu­ 
ral advantages make it very cheap, but 
our tariff says to the American manufac­ 
turer you shall not buy it without paying 
a tax of from 50 to 100 per cent. The 
consequence is that the foreign manufac­ 
turer can buy these cheap wools at from 
one-half to two-thirds w hat the Ameri­ 
can manufacturer would have to pay. 
“ Wool growers cannot sell at high 
prices unless their customers, the m anu­ 
facturers, are prosperous. M anufacturers 
cannot be prosperous unless they can 
buy their wool on the same term s as 
their foreign com petitors.” 


Tbe Real Iu u e -T h e People Who 
Flop. 
Tnere is not even a Republican of pro­ 
nounced intelligence who will not adm it 
that the only hope of the success of Har­ 
rison and Morton lies in his belief that 
there is not time in which to fully discuss 
the issues arising irom th e war tariff and 
the expanding surplus. 
In this he is 
m istaken; the time is am ple and the 
masses are instructed far beyond the 
knowledge of the hackneyed politician. 
The Democratic House of Representa­ 
tives put in months fabricating a re 
formed tariff bill which, while protecting 
American manufactures, shall give the 
people the necessaries of life at the 
lowest cost. The Republican Senate, 
instead of accepting the 
just 
and 
conservative Mills 
bill, has 
started 
in to formulate a measure of its own 
with a view to campaign capital, and 
with the absolute knowledge that by its 
action it makes any relief from war tax­ 
ation, and from a steadily expanding sur­ 
plus impossible at this session of Con­ 
gress. It is a sharp trick but a Brum­ 
magem one, based on a belief, held by 
the Republican leaders, th a t the masses 
have no sense. 
But the masses are alive to their own 
interests. They want cheaper clothing, 
cheaper fuel, cheaper stoves, knives, 
forks, bedding, lum ber, railway iron, and 
so on through an endless list which em ­ 
braces the tin can in w hich the Southern 
Californian puts his fruits and vegetables. 
The modest wants of the housekeeper 
reach up from the tariff-enhanced price of 
a pepper castor to the cooking range 
while 
the 
enterprising 
house­ 
holder, who is a man of affairs and a 
projector of enterprises, wants the means 
of carrying out schemes cheapened, from 
the horse-shoe nails which are driven 
into the hoofs of the horses and mules 
which draw the dump loads of dirt which 
even up his grades, to th e railway iron 
which is laid upon the track when built. 
It is the old cry of the consumer against 
the producer; of the “ m asses against the 
classes,” to use G ladstone’s happy re­ 
m ark in a crucial phase in English poli­ 
tics. 
The New York World, of the 4th inst., 
has a happily conceived article entitled 
“ Flopping Through Interest,” which we 
take pleasure in reproducing. I t tells 
the story of occasional Democratic defec­ 
tions neatly and well. We quote: 
Free lum ber, free soap and cheaper 
iron pipe, “ are three unanswerable ar­ 
guments against the Mills bill” and are 
responsible for the “ revolt from Democ­ 
racy” in Buffalo, according to a war-tariff 
organ. 
The lum ber lords, the soap-bubble 
millionaires and the other beneficiaries 
of the excessive tariff bounties are nat­ 
urally “ flopping to H arrison” if they 
were not previously Republicans.

But “flopping through interest” is not 
to be confined to one side, and in this 
fact lies the hope of Democratic success. 
The men who want cheaper lumber out­ 
number the men who have become mil­ 
lionaires from lumber lands.

ple who want cheaper soap are a thousand 
times more numerous than the men who 
have grown rich by increasing the cost 
of cleanliness. 
An so on through the 
list: the taxpayers ara more than the 
taxeaters—the 
masses 
outweigh the 
classes.

They make delight­ 
ful yoke-fellows, and we m ay well ex­ 
claim as to them , par nobilefrat-rum. 
The story of W hitney is told by the 
World thus: 
Mr. Jam es A. W hitney, of this city, 
who classifies himself us a “ high-tariif 
Democrat,” announces that he shali vote 
for Harrison. 
Inasm uch as Mr. W hit­ 
ney adm its that he voted for Blaine, the 
prince of Protectionists, four years ago, 
it is apparent that the Democrats will not 
lose nor the Republicans gain by his 
vote on the same side now.

I think this ought to put aside all doubt 
as regards the spelling of this name, and 
leave the H e r a l d as it has been from 
the first, perfectly correct.

denied 
the 
motion. 
Gage 
then 
asked 
th a t 
the 
defendant 
he 
allowed 
to 
amend 
his 
plea 
of not gulty, and a solemn stillness pre 
vailed in the crowded court-room as the 
lawyer said Dye desired to plead : “ Once 
in jeopardy, once convicted, once acquit­ 
ted, and not guilty.” An extended ar­ 
gument followed on the part of the prose­ 
cution. W illiams 
said the plea was 
novel and characteristic of Gage. 
A 
fearful error would be committed should 
he decide not to accept the am ended 
plea. Much com ment was made when 
the Judge gave counsel but two days in 
which to prepare for the trial.

W a s h i n g t o n , August 10.—After rou- 
tiue business the Senate proceeded to 
business on the calendar, disposing of 
various bills. 
At 2 f . m . the Senate proceeded to con­ 
sideration of the Fisheries treaty in open 
executive session. Stew art gave notice 
that as soon as the Fisheries treaty was 
disposed of he would press a bill for the 
admission of the State of W ashington. 
Call, who was to speak on the treaty, 
said he was not prepared to do so to-day 
and suggested th at the m atter go over 
till Monday. 
Consent was given and 
the Senate resumed consideration of 
legislative business. 
The Senate bill to regulate commerce 
carried on by telegraph having been 
reached, Reck rem arked th at it was a 
very im portant bill and asked the Chair­ 
man of the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mittee w hether the repoit was unani­ 
mous. 
Cullom stated that it was. 
There has 
been no disagreement in com mittee on 
the subject. 
The bill was read in full 
and passed. 
It is the bill introduced by 
Spooner January 26, 1888, and reported 
back from the Comm ittee on Interstate 
Commerce, with am endm ents, on the 
18th of July. 
Its provisions have been 
published. 
The Senate bill appropriating $25,000 
to improve and encourage the cultivation 
and manufacture of flax and hem p was 
passed. 
The conference report on the bill to 
aid State Soldiers’ Homes was presented 
and agreed. The Senate then proceeded 
to executive business and soon adjourned 
till Monday. 
Senator Call to-day introduced a joint 
resolution to appropriate $200,000, to be 
paid out at the discretion of the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, for the prevention 
and suppression of yellow fever in the 
interest of the commerce of the United 
States. 
It also authorizes the Surgeon- 
General of the Marine Hospital Service, 
to seize and destroy, under the condi­ 
tions and regulations to be prescribed by 
tiie Secretary of the Treasury, any in­ 
fected personal or other property which 
is communicating infection and disease 
in inter-State 
commerce. 
The con­ 
dem ned property, it is provided, shall be 
paid for out of the money appropriated 
by the resolution-. 
T H E HOUSE. 
Townshend, of Illinois, subm itted the 
conference report on the bill granting aid 
to State Homes for disabled volunteers. 
It was agreed to. 
The provisions of the 
bill are extended to Territorial Homes 
and its benefits confined to Homes under 
State or Territorial control. 
Springer, of Illinois, gave notice that 
he would ask the House on Tuesday next 
to proceed with the consideration of the 
Oklahoma bill, and then the House went 
into Committee of the W hole on the 
private calendar. 
Almost the entire af­ 
ternoon was consumed iu consideration 
of the W ar Claims bill, the discussion 
turning upon the loyalty of the claim ant. 
No action was taken and the Committee 
rose. 
The Senate joint resolution was passed 
authorizing the President to present a 
gold medal to Francis Joseph, in recogni­ 
tion of his em inent services in con­ 
structing and perfecting a life-saving 
apparatus.

The throngs did not to-night gaze 
in vain toward the great reviewing stand 
near W orth M onument to see the famil­ 
iar figure of the returned statesman. 
He was there, and though to-i ight was 
the tender of a serenade and address to 
him by the workingmen, the entire 
town seemed to be crowding to see and 
hear. 
Even before sunset people com­ 
menced to gather on the curbs and 
among the trees of the park, and long 
before the appointed tim e those who 
were entitled began taking places on the 
grand stand.

W a sh in g t o n , August 10.—A few min­ 
utes before 8 o’clock this morning Mrs. 
Sheridan, accompanied by General and 
and Mrs. Rucker (her father and mother), 
Col. Sheridan, and other members of 
the family, entered the Saint M atthew’s 
church, where the rem ains of the dead 
General are lying in state. 
At 8 o’clock 
a special requiem m ass was celebrated 
by Father Kervick. A t the conclusion 
of the service the church was cleared, 
and Mrs. Sheridan rem ained alone with 
her dead. 
As she left the church the 
guard resumed their places, and vis­ 
itors were again adm itted. 
A steady 
stream 
of 
people 
poured 
in 
and 
out 
of 
the 
church 
all 
day. 
They included all classes, mem­ 
bers of Congress and laboring men in 
their every-day clothes, looking upon the 
casket containing the remains of the 
great commander. Those who wished to 
stop in the church to attend the devo­ 
tions took seats in the pews, but the line 
kept passing on. At tim es it diminished 
in num ber, and then again thronged the 
broad aisles.

P e o p le F l e e in g I n H u n d r e d s F r o m 
J a c k n o n v l l l e . 
J acksonveile, Fla., August 19.—Four 
yellow fever cases were taken to the 
quarantine hospital at 
m idnight last 
night, together with a dozen others that 
had been exposed. There are three sus­ 
picious cases in the city now. Over four 
hundred people left to-day by rail and 
steam er, and many are panic-stricken. 
The Board of Health has announced, 
after a long secret session, that the dis­ 
ease is assuming an epidemic form. Five 
new cases have been reported in the last 
ten hours. The city will be entirely de­ 
serted within forty-eight hours if the dis­ 
ease assumes an epidemic form. 
MEASURES OF PREVENTION. 
W ashington, 
August 10.—Surgeon 
General Hamilton, is taking active steps 
to prevent the spread of yellow fever 
fepn the infected parts of Florida to 
ter points in tLe South. A telegram 
received from Dr. G uiteras at Jackson­ 
ville, reads as follows: Since yesterday 
evening two cases have been found in the 
outskirts of the town. 
One can be con­ 
nected with the original focus. Three 
other cases were discovered to-day, m ak­ 
ing a total of five new cases. 
We are 
beginning to lose connection with the 
original focus. The importance of isola­ 
tion is evidently diminishing. Infected 
localities have been closed up, and meas­ 
ures (or disinfection taken. 
The President of the State Board of 
H ealth of Florida also telegraphs that 
disease is assuming an epidemic form. 
The Mayflower House, a center of in­ 
fection, was burned this evening by or­ 
der of the Board of H ealth. 
Atlanta, G a., August 10.—Trains from 
the South are arriving loaded with per­ 
sons from the vicinity of the fever- 
stricken localities. 
This city is full of 
refugees from Jacksonville and other 
points, but no evidences of fever has 
been found among them . Citizens of 
Jacksonville who arrived to-night say 
there must be at least twenty cases in the 
hospital there.

Amos Miller, of Colorado, who out­ 
raged Mrs. Scott in M ury county, Tenn., 
two months ago, was taken from the 
court-room at Franklin, by fifty armed 
men and hanged to the balcony of the 
building.

P a r n e l l C o m m is s io n B i l l In 
t h e L o r d * . 
L o ndon, August, 10.—In the Lords to­ 
day Salisbury moved the second reading 
of the Parnell Commission bill. After re­ 
viewing the case at some length, he said : 
The gentleman incriminated did’not seek 
legal redress in alleging that they dis­ 
trusted British juries. If they thought 
they could not obtain justice in England, 
they could have sued in Ireland, but in­ 
stead of adopting that course they reiter­ 
ated their dem and for a committee of 
the House of Commons. 
The Govern­ 
ment considered the House incapable of 
furnishing an impartial tribunal where 
so much personal and political feeling 
was involved, and thought it better to 
again resort to inquiry by a commission. 
The Government had full confidence 
that Justice would be done, as it had nom 
inated three of the ablest and most im­ 
partial judges. 
The charges against 
these judges had not lfet the slightest 
stain 
on 
the 
characters 
of 
the 
distinguished 
men 
against 
whom they were directed, but they had 
covered with dishonoa, those who im ­ 
pugned them . The Commission would 
close these controversies. 
It was not 
well that members of the House of Com­ 
mons should be accused in the most sol­ 
em n manner of having tampered with 
murder. 
The truth should be known, 
whatever might be the issue. 
The Gov­ 
ernm ent was convinced it had done good 
service in driving from the arena of po­ 
litical discussion this foul and scandalous 
controversy. 
Baron Herschell (Liberal) indignantly 
repudiated Lord Salisbury’s insinuation 
on his (Herschell’s) late colleagues for 
having taken in the Commons the course 
which they did. 
They were bound to 
take it. 
He maintained that his friends 
were in no way deserving of censure. 
He regretted that a committee of the 
House 
had 
not 
been 
appointed. 
He strongly protested ¡against tbe doc­ 
trine that if newspapers brought charges 
against a public man, the accused person 
must be guilty of it if he did not imme­ 
diately sue for libel. If that doctrine 
was to be applied it should be applied 
im partially, and proof that it was not so 
applied was furnished by the fact that 
two members of the Government had 
gone before the constituents of a Con­ 
servative member against whom allega­ 
tions had been made and never refuted, 
and respecting which he had never sued 
for libel. 
The speaker defended Par­ 
nell’s course in notsueing for libel. Even 
the justice of specifying and defining the 
charges had been 
denied the Irish 
members, and the 
Commission 
was 
allowed to range through all the vague 
allegations in a series of anonymous 
newspaper articles. Such an inquiry was 
fraught w ith most dangerous injustice. 
In composing the commission, one mem­ 
ber at least should have been chosen who 
wus in political sym pathy with the ac­ 
cused. 
Salisbury said there were two fallacies 
in Baron H erschell’s speech. 
That gen­ 
tleman had assumed w hat was untrue, 
namely, that the Government had any 
interest in establishing the guilt of the 
Irish members. On the contrary, if it 
were shown that their political party 
were not connected with crime, the fact 
would conduce to the restoration of peace 
and quietness in Ireland. 
Baron Her­ 
schell had also falsely assumed that the 
Governm ent was being treated as the 
prosecutor. The duty it had endeavored 
to discharge was to select a tribunal of 
the highest perfect im partiality. 
He be­ 
lieved the Government had successfully 
discharged th at duty. 
Lord Kim berly (Liberal) denounced 
the course taken by the Government. 
Earl Granvilie declared th at Baron H er­ 
schell’s argum ent had not been answered. 
Lord Derby (Liberal Unionist) supported 
the bill. The bill then passed second 
reading. 
The Peers on the front opposition 
bench not being content, on motion of 
Baron Herschell second reading of the 
Oath bill was postponed until the autumn

that having settled down and cultivated 
their farms, they were very well satisfied 
where they were. There seemed to be a 
difference of opinion, however, and the 
Commission will m eet them again to­ 
morrow'. 
It is feared the Indians will 
not give a decided answer till certain 
funds, which they claim to be long due 
them from the Government, are paid. 
UNFOUNDED RUMORS OF INDIAN DEVILTRY. 
P h q sn ix, Ariz., August 10.—The report 
of the breaking out of eighty Indians and 
their murderous doings in Pleasant Val­ 
ley is unfounded. 
There are but seven 
Indians and one squaw absent from the 
reservation, and they are accounted for 
by the officers. 
The rumor originated 
that a rancher in Pleasant Valley named 
Langoffe, while out hunting stock, was 
shot from ambush and severely wound­ 
ed. 
He did not attribute the shooting to 
Indians but to some parties th at he had 
arrested a few months since for horse­ 
stealing, who had taken this mode of re­ 
venge.

The Chieftain’s Return From 
Foreign Lands. 


H IS RECEPTION AT NEW YORK. 


His M agnetic H ijrhness A pparently 
S till th e D em ig o d of the 
R ep u b lican P a rty .

Nkw Y o r k , August 10.— The steam er 
City of New York was boarded five miles 
off Sandy Hook while at anchor waiting 
for high tide to cross the bar, by repre­ 
sentatives of the press, who learned that 
the voyage was a pleasant one. 
Blaine 
was well, and had not suffered from sea 
sickness. 
Blaine said he íb in excellent 
health, and that his trip had renewed his 
youth. 
TH E MEETING OF THE SH IPS. 
At about 8 o’clock the steam er Starin, 
w ith the Blaine Committee on board, 
m et the City of New York outside the 
narrows. The Starin turned about and 
both slowly steamed up the bay, bow and 
bow. Cheer after cheer rose from the 
decks of the Starin, although it was yet 
impossible to distinguish Blaine’s form 
am ong the 2,000 th at stood on the deckB 
of the huge steamer. 
As the v 
neared each other, Blaine’s form was at 
last 
made 
out, standing among 
group of friends on the upper deck 
forward. 
As cheer after cheer arose, 
Blaine bowed repeatedly. He was neatly 
dressed in a dark cutaway coat, light 
trousers and brown derby hat. 
The 
band on the 
Starin 
played “ Home 
A gain,” “ Home, Sweet Home” and the 
“ The Star Spangled B anner,” while ad­ 
vancing up to quarantine. Then both 
vessels came to anchor, and as the Starin 
ran over under the side of the City of 
New York, Blaine’s face and form were 
plainly visible to everyone on board. 
C heer after cheer broke forth, and hand­ 
kerchiefs and flags were waved. Cries of 
“ Blaine, Jam es G. Blaine” arose, and 
th e utm ost enthusiasm prevailed. 


TH E ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 
At last, at 0:15, to the music of “ Hail 
to the Chief,” Blaine got on board the 
S tarin, escorted by Whitelaw Reid. Mr. 
B artlett, of the Reception Committee 
delivered the address of welcome, telling 
Blaine of the great gathering of Repub­ 
licans from all parts of the country, who 
h ad awaited his coming several days and 
paraded 40,000 strong last night. 
They 
welcomed him as an illustrious citizen 
not as an official or one upon whom the 
m antle of power was about to descend. 


MR. BLAINE’S REPLY . 
Blaine said in reply: 
Mr. President, 
<HentUmen of the Republican Club and 
Fellow Citizens—To enable you to appre­ 
ciate this welcome, each and every one 
of you should be absent from home and 
country for a long period of fourteen 
m onths. I am sure you can have little 
conception of the great gratification of 
th a t instant when I saw the shores of the 
Sreat republic.

in this m anner by you and those assem­ 
bled. 
Gentlemen, it is a scene I shall never 
forget. 
It is an occasion which I assure 
you I appreciate from the depths of my 
heart. It is shadowed only b y the sad 
event which greeted us as the first piece 
of American news we heard, the death 
of General Sheridan, a m an who was 
above party and stood for the Union of 
th e States. 
[Shouts of “ good.” ] 
With 
th a t exception my arrival upon my native 
shore was unattended by anything but 
joy and happiness. 


THE CAMPAIGN 
O n which you are about to enter should 
be prefaced, if that were possible, by 
every voter in the U nited States peeing 
w hat I have seen, (“ Good,” “ Good,” ) 
and hearing what I have heard during 
the last year. 
1 Applause.] The progress 
of the campaign in the United States is 
viewed from the European standpoint 
w ith an interest as profound as it is in 
the United States. 
It is the opportunity 
of E ngland; it is the long-looked-for oc­ 
casion upon which pauper labor and 
th e cheaper fabrics of the old world ex­ 
pect to invade the new world and lower 
the wages of American working men to 
European standard. 
[Great applause.] 
It is not a contest of capital against capi­ 
tal ; it is not a contest of partisan against 
p artisan ; it is much higher than either 
of th ese; it transcends all party motive. 
[Applause.] 
W hether the great mass of 
American citizens who earn their bread 
by the sweat of their brow shall be seri­ 
ously reduced in their emolument from 
day to day, (applause, that is the whole 
p ith and moment of this 
question. 
A nything that diverts the question from 
th e single point is a weakening of the 
cam paign. 
[Applause 
and 
cries of 
“ good.” ] 
I say here that the wage3 of 
th e American laborer cannot be reduced 
except with the consent and vote of the 
A merican laborer himself. 
The appeal 
is to him ; it comes to his door and asks 
him whether, with the great power of 
th e franchise and the great majority he 
possesses in his own hands, he is willing 
for himself and his associates, his ehil- 
d ren and his children’s children, to take 
th a t fatal step at the bidding of an 
American Congress and an American 
President who are governed by that ele­ 
m ent which sought to destroy this na­ 
tion. 


NO TIME TO DISCUSS POLITICS. 
But, gentlemen, it is not tim e for a po 
litical speech. 
My heart is too full to 
enter at this time on a lengthened argu­ 
m ent. 
In this moment of welcome and 
joy, getting home to old scenes and old 
lriends, I must be allowed the pleasant 
emotions of the occasion. I can only add 
m y fervent thanks to each and every 
m em ber of the Club and to all my friends 
for the generous and joyous welcome 
th ey have extended to me in the harbor 
of New York. 


PERSONAL GREETINGS. 
W hile Blaine was speaking the cabin 
was packed to its utmost limits and 
heads were thrust in through the win­ 
dows from the deck without, eager to 
hear every word spoxen. 
Every point 
m ade was quickly seized and cheered. 
An outburst of cheering followed the con­ 
clusion of his brief speech. 
Blaine was then escorted into the 
ladies’ saloon, where he received a num ­ 
ber of his friends. 
In a little while he 
ascended to the saloon on the upper 
deck, w here he received the congatula- 
tions of all, having a pleasant word for 
everyone who greeted nim. 
While there 
h e was handed an address by Mr. Fitz- 
williams, of Boston, presenting the com- 
Ílements of the W orkmen’s Protective 
Tnion of M assachusetts. 
He was also 
presented an address by Murat Halsted, 
representing the Young M en’s Blaine 
Club of Cincinnati. 
W . H. H . Miller, law partner of gen­ 


eral Harrison, was cordially greeted, and 
Blaine inquired for the G eneral’s health. 


PUMPED BY REPORTERS. 
To a reporter Blaine said he did not 
know whether he would go on to Maine 
to night or not. He did not know what ar­ 
rangements had-been made for him . When 
told that the Irish-Americans intended 
to serenade him to-night and present an 
address, he replied. 
•’That’s all right I 
am glad of it.” 
As to what part he 
would take in the campaign Blaine said 
he could say nothing at present. 
He did 
not think he would go outside of Maine 
until after election there on the second 
Monday in September. 
W hen asked 
about his health he first said that he was 
perfectly well and then added laughingly 
"T hat’s a question I haven’t answered 
in three years.” To a question as to the 
political aspect, his reply was that he did 
not care to say anything further then he 
had said in his speech. 
Blaine said that he and his family en­ 
joyed the trip over and that it was on the 
whole pleasant. 
He said they 
had 
three days of fog, and w hat land-lubbers 
might call rough weather, but they had 
nothing to complain of. 
The events as they occurred on the 
boat from the moment Blaine boarded 
were quickly recorded and sent to the 
Associated Press by carrier pigeons. The 
pigeon which Mrs. Jam es G. Blaine, Jr., 
despatched at quarantine earlier in the 
morning, arrived at its destination with 
its message within half an hour from the 
time it left her hands. 


AT TH E FIFTH AVENUE HOTEL. 
Upon landing, Blaine was escorted to 
an open carriage and was at once driven 
to the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 
Mrs. Blaiue, 
Miss Blaine, Miss Dodge, W alker Blaine 
and Mr. and Mrs. Jam es G. Blaine, Jr., 
and others were rapidly driven to the 
hotel in other carriages awaiting the 
party on the pier. 
Seated in the reading room was Levi 
P. Morton, and about the corridors were 
Whitelaw Reid, Wm. W alter Phelps, 
Murat Halstead, Chairman Quay of the 
National Committee, and Thos. C. Platt. 
A few minutes after 11 o’clock Blaine 
arrived, and was greeted with general 
cheers. 
He went immediately into the 
room, but cries of speech brought him to 
the head of the stairs, when he said 
Just a word to thank you for your trib­ 
ute—it is the grandest sight and most 
cheerful sounds I have heard for a year. 
He then went to a suite of apartments 
which had been prepared for him , and 
where his family had already gone. 


MEMORIALS AND ADDRESSES. 
When Blaine reached the room a brief 
address in behalf of the Irish-American 
Anti-Free Trade League was read to him 
by Judge Morrison, of Arizona. 
Blaine 
said he felt very grateful for the honor 
and would in the near future semi a 
written reply to the headquarters of the 
League. 
At 1 :15 p . m . members of the Republi­ 
can National Campaign Committee, head­ 
ed by Chairman Quay and Vice-Chair­ 
man Clarkson, filed into the room, to 
pay their respects to the Republican 
Chieftain. 
Among others who called 
were Jam es P. Foster. President of the 
National Republican League, and Gen. 
W. T. Sherman. 
President Foster, of 
the Republican league, presented Blaine 
a steel horseshoe highly polished, sent 
by Jam es Ryder, of Dayton, Ohio, in be­ 
half of the Irish-American Anti-Free 
Trade League of that city. 
A letter to 
Foster, requested him to present the 
token to Blaine as emblematic of pro­ 
tection to American labor and American 
industries, the horseshoe being made of 
American steel by American workmen. 
Blaine made a fitting reply. 
Blaine has decided to remain in this 
city until Monday, when he will leave 
for Maine.

S t . L o u is , August 10.—A few minutes 
before 1 a . 
m ., Maxwell fell asleep and 
slept peacefully as a child until 1 :30 a . 


m ., when he turned over in bed and 
groaned, and from that time on his sleep 
was restless and broken. 
He had left 
orders to be awakened at 2 a . m. 
Prior 
to retiring he said if he could retain his 
wits to the last he would die bravely, but 
he could not tell w hat he would do on 
the scaffold, however, until he got there. 
A postponement of the execution for two 
hours was made by the Sheriff at the 
request 
of Maxwell’s attorneys, who 
hoped against hope for British interfer­ 
ence. The announcement was made to 
Maxwell and 
Landgraf at 6 o’clock. 
Maxwell was nervous, pallid and ill-at- 
ease in the last hour. 
He ate sparingly 
at breakfast and shortly after 5 o’clock, 
having dressed himself in an entire new 
suit, partook of the Holy Communion. 
Landgraft remained cool and collected 
throughout the eight, ate a hearty break­ 
fast and received the Sacraments soon 
after Brooks had done so. 
M axwell’s attorneys waited till the last 
in the hope of receiving a dispatch from 
the British Government which would in­ 
duce a further delay of proceedings. 
Maxwell received the news of two hours 
postponement, 
from 
7 to 9 o’clock, 
calmly, though an expression of great 
relief was plainly visible on his features. 
Landgraf paid no attention to it iny way, 


WITNESSES OF THE EXECUTION 
The crowds on the housetops sur­ 
rounding the jail yard where the execu­ 
tion was to take place, remained patient­ 
ly in their elevated positions from 5 a . 
m., until the hour of execution. The 
view was clear and unobstructed from 
the roofs of dozens of buildings in the 
vicinity, and hundreds of people took 
advantage of the same. 
The number of 
spectators adm itted to the jail was un­ 
usually small. For the first time in the 
history of St. Louis’ Four Courts, tele­ 
graph instrum ents Mere placed in the 
building by the Associated Press for the 
prompt transmission of the news to the 
public, unusual interest being manifested 
in the execution. 
The crime for which Henry Landgraf 
suffered the death penalty, was commit­ 
ted on the night of March 5, 1885. 
The 
victim wa9 his sweetheart, Annie Fisch, 
a beautiful girl of less than 18 years. 
Jealousy prompted the deed. 


m a x w e l l’s CRUCE. 
The crime for which Hugh M. Brooks, 
alias Maxwell, paid the extrem e penalty 
of the law this morning was the murder 
of Charles A rthur Preller, at the South­ 
ern Hotel, this city, April 6, 1885. The 
acquaintance between the two men began 
at Liverpool, England, when both were 
on the way to this country. 
Arrived on 
this side they separated at 
Boston, 
Brooks coming to St. Louis, and register­ 
ing as W alter Horace Lennox Maxwell. 
A lew days later Preller arrived, and the 
two were thereafter almost constantly to­ 
gether. 
Preller was last seen alive Sun­ 
day afternoon, April 6th, in M axwell’s 
room by the bell boy. Twice that day 
Maxwell purchased a large quantity of 
chloroform at a drug store near by, tell­ 
ing the druggist he was using it in’an ex­ 
perim ent. 
Next day Maxwell made a 
num ber of purchases at various places, 
spending money very fréely, although 
before he had not appeared to have an 
abundance of cash. 
Among his pur­ 
chases was a ticket to San Francisco. He 
left that night over the St. Louis and 
San 
Franeisco • road. 
Nothing was 
thought of his sudden departure until the 
14th of April. 


TH E CELEBRATED TRUNK MYSTERY. 
For several days prior to that date the 
chambermaids noticed an unpleasant 
odor coming from room 144, and con­ 
nected it with Maxwell’s trunks. On the 
14th the smell became so pronounced 
that the trunks were removed to a lower 
room and opened. A body was found 
which proved to be Preller’s. On the 
breast of the body a cross had been cut, 
and on the inside of the trunk was a card 
which bore the inscription: “ So perish 
all traitors to the great cauee.” It was 
an easy m atter to trace Maxwell. 
In 
San Francisco he represented himself as 
T. S. Dauguier, a French army officer. 
Sunday, April 12th, he sailed for New 
Zealand in the steamer Sydney. The 
detectives were close on his track, and 
when the steam er arrived at Auckland 
he was arrested and returned to St. 
Ixmis. 
The defense made at the trial 
was that the death of Preller was acci­ 
dental, Maxwell having administered 
chloroform to him , preliminary to an 
operation he was about to perform. 
He 
fled because he presumed he would not 
be permitted to testify on his own be­ 
half. 
The most damaging testimony 
against him was that of Detective Ding- 
felder, who became his cell-mate and 
confident, and secured a confession of 
the crime. 
Maxwell was found guilty 
and sentenced to be hanged. The history 
of the many subsequent efforts to secure 
a new trial or commutation of sentence 
are still fresh in the public miad. 


THE PROCESSION TO THE SCAFFOLD. 
At 8 o’clock a telegram was received 
from Jefferson City, saying that the Gov­ 
ernor had received another dispatch from 
the British 
Minister, 
Mr. West, in 
Brooks’ behalf, but he declined to change 
his decision. 
At 8 :4 5 a . m. the Sheriff 
entered the cell where Maxwell and 
Landgraf had been placed together, and 
read the death warrants. Maxwell paled 
]>ereeptibly and showed evidences of in­ 
creasing weakness, and as his arm s were 
being Dinioned he bit his lips and gulped 
8eVi^ü 
times. 
Landgraf 
remained 
stolid. 
The procession to the scaffold 
was formed with the Sheriff and depu­ 
ties in front, followed by the condemned 
men, with a priest between them ; then 
police, then reporters and witnesses. As 
Jhey moved slowly toward the scaffold 
Maxwell was a piteous sight. There was 
an ashen pallor on his face, his features 
were pinched and drawn, his eyes swol­ 
len and his lips were twitching. 
Land­ 
graf moved like a log, with a half smile, 
half sneer, on his face. 


THE TRAP SPRUNG. 
The priest read his prayers; the men 
signified that they had nothing to sav. 
The black caps were drawn down, an 
awful look of despair passed over M ax­ 
well's face and his knees trembled. The 
nooses were adjusted and at 8 :53 the 
drop fell. 
Landgraf never moved a m us­ 
cle thereafter. 
Not so with Maxwell. 
W hen he fell his breast heaved convul­ 


sively and his lim bs were drawn up­ 
ward, while the spectators were shocked 
by a stream of blood pouring down the 
right breast of his coat, which was after­ 
ward found to have been caused by a cut 
ou his nose inflicted by the rope. 'L an d ­ 
graf was pronounced dead in eleven and 
a half minutes. 
M axwell’s struggles 
continued fourteen minutes. 
Landgraf 
was cut down at 9 :12, Maxwell at 9:15. 
The bodies were removed to the morgue 
otfice and photographed, after which the 
post mortem exam ination commenced. It 
was stated by the physicians that the 
neck of each was broken. 
Maxwell’s nose was broken, and it it, 
presumed lie struck some part of the gal­ 
lows in the fall. 
Several of the smaller 
bones of his neck were fractured. 


MAXWELL’S DYING STATEMENT. 
To-day Maxwell furnished a document 
which he called his dying statement. In 
it he reasserts his innocence of the wilful 
killing of Charles A rthur Preller, and 
then gives an epitome of the statem ent 
of the case as heretofore published, be­ 
ginning with the acquaintance formed in 
Liverpool with Preller, detailing the 
death of Preller, his own terror and flight, 
pursuit, capture, trial and conviction, 
and closing with a bitter denunciation of 
those whom he asserts have been instru­ 
mental in dragging him out of the high­ 
ways of justice into the bypaths of mafc 
law. and making his execution an in fa n t 
and disgrace to the U nited States.

ve of very serious consequences. 
The m ost prom inent and characteristic fea­ 
ture is a morbid discharge from the head, vary­ 
ing in its nature at different time*. In some 
there is an alm ost constant flow of clear, acrid 
fluid, h u t oftener an offensive, purulent, or 
m uco-purulent, greenish-yellsw m atter is se­ 
creted, which accum ulates in th e nostrils or 
diops into th e throat, necessitating Its freq u en t 
removal by blowing th e nose or expectoration, 
and often by both processes. S ouetim ea pa­ 
tients feel as though their w hole head was in a 
state of rottenness, so great is th e am ount of 
m atter discharged and so fetid is its odor. The 
patient is greatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping into the th ro at of th e morbid m atter from 
the head, and as a recum bent position n atu r­ 
ally favors th e flow dow nw ard, his rest la fre­ 
quently disurbed from th is cause. M any suifer- 
erf ar»* obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch 
elevated in order to Bleep w ith some degree 
of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind and above the soft palate, in 
the passage between th e th ro at aud head, ad­ 
hering to the parts w ith gluish tenacity. Its 
lodgem ent em barrasses respiration and creates 
a sensation of irritatio n and uneasiness in the 
affected locality, which giveB rise to a constant 
and almost irresistible desire to relieve the dis­ 
com fort by draw ing th e m ucus iuto the th ro at, 
so as to eject it by the m outh.

Cases are occasionally m et w ith in w hich a 
thick, vincld, slim y secretion coats the m em ­ 
brane of the nasal cavities, aud then putrifles, 
giving rise to a stench w hich 1b really overpow­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poison th e atm os­ 
phere of a whole room; an d there are others in 
which all the secretions of the m em brane are 
suspended, causing an unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, heat and leverishness in the head and 
nose—a condition popularly kuow u as "Dry 
Catarrh.”

The disease speedily extends to th e air cavi­ 
ties of the bones of th e iorehead an d face, giv­
